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1. On 9 May 1950 the -Kuerassier Kaserne, Pasewalk (N 54/ 

1), was occupied by 100 to 150 troops wearing red- 
bordered black epaulets and black-bordered black epau- 
lets. Soldiers in the latter group were seen doing con- 

struction work, including the welding of iron girders 

and the installation of telephone and electric cables, 


3. The settlement of 12 to 15 houses southeast of the in~ 
stallation had been almost completely evacuated. Only 
three houses seemed to be occupied on 9 May 1950, 

4, About 50 gasoline drums were in the fuel dump adjoining 
the settlement. Double sentries at the dump wore red- 
bordered black epaulets, There was no motor traffic, 


5, Only few. Soviet dependents were observed in the civilian 
apartment houses northwest of the Kuerassier Kaserne, * 
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
